She added that the U..S. De¬ 
partment of Health is behind 
the move to have dog inocu¬ 
lated and has “taken upon it¬ 
self totalitarian powers.” 

“T h e Health Department,” 
she said, “will have the power 
to enter your home and to 
search and seize under the pre¬ 
text of looking for a rabid ani¬ 
mal.” 

Also speaking in opposition 
was R. F. Jones, 685 Mariposa, 
who called inoculation of dogs 
in Sierra Madre “unnecessary 
and unwise.”

Aliens temporarily absent 
from the United States during 
the reporting period must re¬ 
port within 10 days after their 
return to this country. 

Any alien who willfully fails 
to report as required is liable 
to be arrested and deported, Mr. 

In addition, im¬ 
prisonment or fines may be 
levied before deportation.

20,000 Housed 
By Red Cross 
In Flood Area 


On Christmas Eve, 20,000 ! 
persons who had been evacu¬ 
ated from their flooded homes 
were being housed in 57 shel¬ 
ters in three states of the Pa¬ 
cific area. 

While meeting emergency 
needs of the flood evacuees, 
the Red Cross also was play¬ 
ing Santa Claus to children in 
shelters who had to leave 
Christmas trees behind when 
they fled from their homes to 
escape the danger of rising 
waters. 

Chapter volunteers, authorized 
to make expenditures through 
the Children’s Fund of the 
American Junior Red Cross, 
purchased toys for all children 
who weer in shelters over the 
holiday and arranged special 
parties and Christmas dinners 
for them. 

Parties varied in size and 
motif. In San Jose, one party 
was presented entirely in Span¬ 
ish for 100 Mexican children 
housed in shelters there. 

People in the flood-affected 
states demonstrated their gen¬ 
erosity in offers of assistance. 
While the Red Cross has not 
launched an appeal for funds 
in the western states floods, it 
announced that contributions 
of money will be most welcome 
and may be directed to local 
Red Cross chapters for disaster 
victims. 

The American Red Cross by 
Christmas Eve had assigned 83 
specially trained disaster work¬ 
ers to help chapters in the 
flooded areas of California, 
Oregon and Nevada. 

In many shelters and in other 
locations, Red Cross was feed¬ 
ing both the homeless and dis¬ 
aster workers. 

Even while continuing to 
meet emergency needs for shel¬ 
ter, food and cl 'thing, the Re^l 
Cross was beginning to regis¬ 
ter families and individuals for 
rehabilitation assistance. Many 
of the thousands being cared 
for in shelters were expected 
to register for rehabilitation aid 
in repairing or rebuilding their 
homes, replacing household fur¬ 
nishings, and providing contin¬ 
ued nursing and medical care.

Specialists Help 
In its financial assistance 
activities, SBA works in cooper¬ 
ation with local banks to meet 
the credit needs of small firms. 
Business loans by the agency 
approved through October this 
year total 2,029 for $102,385,000 
and more than two-thirds of 
them were made in participa¬ 
tion with banks. 

Financial specialists in our 
field offices also help small 
firms with financial advice. 
The limit of our share of any 
loan is $250,000 to a single bor¬ 
rower. 

Through our programs to 
help small concerns get gov¬ 
ernment contracts and subcon¬ 
tracts, we have through October 
helped 7,521 firms obtain prime 
contracts totaling over $404,- 
000,000. 

Thousands of others have 
been given assistance in get¬ 
ting subcontracts. We also make 
available publications explain¬ 
ing the government procure¬ 
ment program. 

Disaster Loans Given 
One of the principal phases 
of our management assistance 
program is a series of free 
booklets on hundreds of man¬ 
agement topics. These are writ¬ 
ten for the most part by recog¬ 
nized private authorities. 

We also co-sponsor with col¬ 
leges and universities special 
management short courses for 
owners and managers of small 
firms. In the area of produc¬ 
tion assistance we serve as a 
clearing house where small 
firms can avail themselves of 
research material, lists of in¬ 
ventive and patentable ideas, 
and other valuable infirmation 
on production “know-how.”

Trinity’s DP Family Arrives 
From Germany for Christmas 


Meanest Thief 
Visits Ranch 


It looks as though the 
meanest thief in town made 
a visit to the Upper Ranch 
last week. The night before 
the judging of the outdoor 
decoration contest, the gin¬ 
gerbread man and one of his 
canes used in the display at 
the Donald H. Willumsons, 
1165 Hastings Ranch, was 
stolen. 


One of the happiest families 
in the Sierra Madre area this 
Christmas season, or anywhere 
else perhaps, are Mr. and Mrs. 
Waldemar Grigorjew and their 
sons, Eduard, 19, and Albert, 18. 

These four jubilantly happy 
people are the long-awaited 
“displaced persons” brought to 
the United States through the 
Presbyterian Church, and spe¬ 
cifically to this area through 
the Men’s Club of Trinity Pres¬ 
byterian Church. 

Mr. and Mrs. Grigorjew (pro¬ 
nounced “Gri-gor-you”) speak 
no English—"only Russian, Ger¬ 
man and Polish,” their sons 
apologize for them. But words 
are not necessary to know their 
pleasure at being here. Their 
eyes are shining and their 
smiles are broad. 

Church workers gathered 
enough furniture and appli¬ 
ances from generous residents 
to furnish an apartment and 
stock it with supplies, because 
the Grigorjews were unable to 
bring household articles with 
them. 

The family arrived a few 
days ago by train and were 
met by a contingent from the 
church who escorted them to 
their new home at 46'4 Lima, 
where another group had pre¬ 
pared refreshments for the new¬ 
comers. 

Mr. Grigorjew, a friendly, 
courtly and smiling man who 
is a skilled electrical worker 
and at one time owned his own 
electro-radio repair shop, al¬ 
ready has gone to work at the 
Southern California Greenhouse 
Manufacturers. 

The boys will attend PCC, 
with Eduard wishing to become 
an architect and Albert choos¬ 
ing a career as aircraft engi¬ 
neer. Both young men complet¬ 
ed high school in Germany and 
speak English fairly well. 


DR. AND MRS. NORMAN Mc¬ 
Bride, of 3414 Vosburg, enter¬ 
tained about 150 friends at an 
egg nog party on the 27th. 


The family does not ask for 
sympathy or charity, and is 
eager to pay back its bene¬ 
factors for passage here. The 
boys seek part-time work of any 
type, and said they would be 
willing to continue their edu¬ 
cation at night and work days 
if necessary. Mrs. Grigorjew is 
a skilled dressmaker, and 
would be happy to continue 
her work here. 

The boys do not understand 
the term “displaced person." 
They consider themselves Ger¬ 
mans, although they were born 
of a German father and Polish 
mother in the Ukraine at Dnye- 
propetrowsk. 

Mr. Grigorjew worked for the 
State Iron Works for 10 years, 
and after completing the met- 
alurgical. division of the tech¬ 
nical academy, was considered 
a "chief constructor,” but after 
the occupation of the Ukraine 
by the Germans in 1941 he was 
unemployed for several years. 
In 1943 he was resettled as an 
ethnic German to Poland. 

In 1944 and 1945 he worked 
at his trade, but at the ap¬ 
proach of Soviet troops he fled 
to Germany. Because he lived 
in such a small village, he 
could find no outlet for his 
talents and had to work at odd 
jobs, although he did try his 
own business for a year in 1948. 
Since 1949 he has been out of 
a regular job and since 1950 
when he applied for entrance 
into the United States, he and 
his family have been eagerly 
awaiting for a chance to live 
and work in America. 

They had turkey for Christ¬ 
mas dinner with all the trim¬ 
mings, a real American cele¬ 
bration. 

“We were met like relatives,” 
Mrs. Grigorjew said smilingly 
for her sons’ translation. “We 
feel at home.”

Now that there is a split at 
the national level of Little 
League since the founder, Carl 
Stotz, has resigned and filed 
suit against Little League Base¬ 
ball. Inc., which way will the 
Hastings Ranch Little League 
go? 

This question was brought 
into sharp focus last week at 
a meeting of all Pasadena Lit¬ 
tle League heads, and it was 
agreed then that all leagues in 
the city should stick together 
and stay with Little League 
Baseball, Inc., the original or¬ 
ganization sans Stotz. Jack Sor¬ 
ensen, president, represented 
the Hastings Ranch Little 
League but declined to vote 
until the matter could be 
brought before the league di¬ 
rectors at their Jan. 5 meeting. 

No attempt was made to an¬ 
alyze the pros and cons of the 
split. The question was how 
best to assure Pasadena’s boys, 
aged 8 to 12, of continued or¬ 
ganized baseball. 

Safest Route 

Franchise applications and 
fees must be forwarded to Lit¬ 
tle League Baseball, Inc., by 
Dec. 31. To date, Stotz’s group, 
known as the “Original Little 
League,” has not advised the 
local leagues of franchise op¬ 
portunities or requirements. 

At this time there is a ques¬ 
tion as to whether there actu¬ 
ally is a second organization 
and the feeling was that the 
safest route to follow was to 
stick to the parent organization 
for another year pending the 
outcome of the law suit and to 
see what happens then. 

A reasonable question to be 
raised at this point is: “Why is 
it necessary to be affiliated

Coverage a Necessity 

Little League Baseball rules 
can be followed without be¬ 
longing to the organization. 

There are two benefits de¬ 
rived from affiliation. One is 
the right to participate in the 
national tournament, but more 
important is the availability of 
accident and liability insurance 
on a group basis through the 
national organization. 

It is admitted by all that 
adequate insurance coverage is 
a necessity for the successful 
operation of a boys’ baseball 
league for the protection of the 
participants as well as spon¬ 
sors and spectators. 

An attempt to obtain ade¬ 
quate coverage for an individ¬ 
ual league could be extremely 
difficult as well as prohibitive 
in cost if an agreeable under¬ 
writer was found. 

More Want to Play 

A request is being made to 
national headquarters by the Kelleys, 
combined Pasadena leagues 
that the new rule limiting the 
number of players in each 
league to 150 boys be waived. 

The Hastings league last year 
had 11 teams of 15 boys each, 
or a total of 165, with pros¬ 
pects of an even larger num¬ 
ber wanting to play this year. 

It was the declared intent of 
the Hastings Ranch Little 
League at the time it was 
formed in 1954 that every boy 
within its jurisdiction between 
the ages of 8 and 12 who want¬ 
ed to play baseball would be 
kiven the opportunity to do so. 

If it is necessary to abide by 
the new league rule it would 
probably eliminate 8-year-olds 
from participating.

Garden Notes . . . 


Bare Roof Planting Season 


Means It’s Time for Roses 
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Bare root planting season approaches and that, of course, 
means it s time to plant roses—lovely grandiflora, tea, flori- 
bunda or climbing roses in the nwest or oldest varieties de¬ 


pending upon your tastes. 

The two most important as¬ 
pects ot rose culture, says the 
California Association of Nur¬ 
serymen, are the selecting of 
healthy top grade rose plants 
and following the proper plant¬ 
ing procedure. 

There are three grades of 
roses to chose from, graded ac¬ 
cording to the number of canes 
on a plant, the length, plump¬ 
ness and age of the canes. It’s 
the wise gardener who selects 
the best, for he will have more 
dependable performances from 
top graded roses. 

Once the proper selection is 
made Ihe gardener should pre¬ 
pare the planting hole and well 
in advance of planting time. 
Give the roses on open area. 

In California a full day of

sun is best, while half a day, 
preferably the morning, is suf¬ 
ficient in Arizona. 

Make sure the soil is well 

drained and not too acid or 

alkaline. Dig the hole 2 feet 
deep and 18 inches or so across. 
Add to the surface soil peat and 
leaf mold. Build a mound of 
dirt in the center of the hole 
and set the rose plant on it 
with the plant’s roots spread 
over the mound. 

For California, the bud union 
should be just above the 

ground. Fill in around the 

plant, firm the soil with your 
feet and water thoroughly. 

Because there are so many 
types of roses you can plant 
them in many situations in 
your garden. Climbers are nat¬ 
urals for fences and arbors, of 
course. Tree roses are effective 
for lining a wall and the flori 
bundas with their masses of 
bloom make beautiful low 
shrubs, borders and loose 
hedges. 

Whatever garden role you 
give your now rose plants this 
year follow your nurseryman’s 
advice for successful rose 
plants.

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Police Have Advice for Those 
Attending New Year’s Fetes 


With plenty of ambition and 
push the average man is 
equipped for working wonders. 


Any man who expects to be 
somebody in the world must 
begin by being himself. 


The well-to-do people of to¬ 
day acquired their riches on 
the get-rich-slow-but-sure prin¬ 
ciple. 


“Plan your New Year’s Day,” is the advice of Pasadena’; 
chief of police, Clarence H. Morris. “Those who are going t< 
attend the festivities in Pasadena should be sure that theii 
automobiles are thoroughly checked for oil, gas, water anc 
general mechanical condition as breakdowns cause much un 
necessary congestion and embarrassment. 

“Plan your route and allow 
ample time to reach your desti¬ 
nation, as a great crowd is an¬ 
ticipated,” the chief said. 

“People attending both the pa¬ 
rade and Rose Bowl game are 
requested to park, if possible, 
near the Rose Bowl area and 
walk to the parade. 

“Those coming only to the 
parade should park on the side 
of the parade route closest to 
their home, as indicated on the 
published maps. When pos¬ 
sible ‘pool’ rides in order to 
keep down the number of cars. 

Local citizens are requested to 
walk whenever possible in or¬ 
der that they may aid in keep¬ 
ing traffic congestion at a 
minimum.” 

No Boxes, Ladders 

“The 1956 Tournament of 
Roses Parade route has not 
been changed,” the chief went 
on. “It will form, as usual, 
at Grove and South Orange 
Grove and will start at 9:10 
a.m., going north to Colorado, 
east on Colorado and turning 
north on Sierra Madre Boule¬ 
vard. The parade will continue 
north on Sierra Madre Boule¬ 
vard to Victory Park. From the 
experience of past years, the 
best sites to view the parade 
will probably be in the eastern 
end of the city,” 

He explained that citizens are 
not permitted to bring boxes 
or other flimsy items which 
may break or which may cause 
injury to others if left behind. 

The use of high ladders and 
flimsy scaffolding is also dan¬ 
gerous and will not be per¬ 
mitted. 

“The parade honor line is 
painted light blue and those at¬ 
tending the parade are urged to 
take places up to but not be¬ 
yond this honor line,” explain¬ 
ed Chief Morris. 

Tag Children 

“At strategic intersections, 
emergecy lanes will be main¬ 
tained and these must be kept 
clear for emergency vehicles. 

“The streets are public and 
space may not be sold or 
saved. Each person must re-' 
serve his own place along the 
parade line and shall not be 
permitted to buy or sell space 
on the street. 

“Tag small children who may 
not know their name, address 
and telephone number, placing 
this information on a piece of 
paper, together with a tele¬ 
phone number of a neighbor 
who will be home and who 
will have knowledge about the 
child. If a child becomes lost, 
call the Police Station imme¬ 
diately.” 

For those attending the Rose 
Bowl game, the chief advised 
them to “Start early and drive 
carefully.” 

“If possible,” he said, share 
your car with others who are 
going to the game and start in 
ample time to allow for traffic 
congestion. 

Post-Parade Exhibit 

“All persons who intend to 
view both events should be cer¬ 
tain to park north of the pa¬ 
rade route and, unless there 
are elderly or infirm persons in 
your party, the best plan is to 
park in the Rose Bowl area and 
walk x to the parade.” 

The chief also had advice for 
those who expect to attend the 
post-parade exhibit on Jan 2 
or Jan 3. The exhibit is held 
on Jan. 2 from 1:30 to 10 p.m., 
immediately after the actual 
parade, and on Jan. 3 from 9 
a.m. until 10 p.m. The floats 
which participated in the pa¬ 
rade will be on exhibit during 
these hours. 

The post-parade in Victory 
Park is located at Foothill Blvd. 
and Palmoa St. and the follow¬ 
ing are suggested routes for 
persons coming from out of 
town for this event: From the 
south, go north on Rosemead 
Blvd. to either Orange Grove or 
Sierra Madre Blvd., and then 
west to the exhibit area. 

Word for Race Fans 

From the north, take route 
118 to Washington St., and then 
east on Washington to Foothill 
and south on Foothill to the ex¬ 
hibit area. 

From the west, go across the 
Pioneer Bridge, then north to 
Walnut or Orange Grove and 
sastward across the city to 
North Foothill Blvd., and then 
north to the exhibit area. 

From the east, take Colorado 
or Foothill Blvd. to Santa Anita 
and then north to the exhibit 
area. 

Race fans planning to attend 
the races at Santa Anita Park 
on New Year’s Day were ad¬ 
vised to stay out of Pasadena.
